"Political Affairs," the coinnunlst monthly In New York which tr'ansmits Moscow's dir- 
ectives to U* S. conspirators, said in its April, 1945, issue, "Great popular support 
and enthusiasm for United Nations policies should be built up, well organized and 
fully articulate* But It is also necessary to do more than that* The opposition 
V* must be rendered so impotent that it will be unable to gather any olgnif leant support

After the San Francisco conference Alger Hiss helped organize and staff the American 
mission to the U. N. According to a report of the House Judiciary Committee, Hiss 
secretly recommended nearly 500 persons for the U. N. eeployment . Many of these were 
employed. Plenty of proqf of the success of Hies and other communists in getting 

Kremlin sympathizers on the U. N. payroll was found during investigations by a New 
York Grand Jury and the Senate Internal Security Subconznlttee during 1952 and 1953. 

SUBVEkSIQH WITHIN THE U. N.. 

100 U. N. employees were questioned by the New York Federal Grand Jury. The FBI had 
reported highly derogatory Information on 53 of these to the State Department. ^ 
December 2, 1952 the Grand Jury issued a presentment in which It stated, •*.. this 
Jury must, as a duty to the people of the United States, adviae the court n^^'^*** 

tling evidence has disclosed Infiltration Into the United Nations of an overwhelmingly 
large group of disloyal United States citizens, many of whom are closely associated 
with 'the international communist movement • • • Their positions at the time we sub- 
poenaed them were ones of trust and responsibility in the United Nations Secretariat 
and its specialized agencies." 

The Grand Jury wont on to inform tie that some of the U. S. citizens in posts at the 
United Nations have records of criminal arrest and convictions. 

During the United Nations hearings of the Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security, 

27 American employees Invoked the fifth amendment when asked about their connection 
with the communist conspiracy. They rei^r^eed to answer questions such as, "Are you 
now engaged in an active conspiracy to o rthrow the United States Government by 
force and violence?" and "Are you presen ly engaged in espionage against the United 
States?" 

In the conclusions of their report on "Activities of U. S. Citizens Employed by the 
U. N," the S^enate Internal Security Subcommittee, composed of 5 Republicans and 4 
Democrats, unanimously declared, "American communists who had been officials of the 
United States Government penetrated the Secretariat of the United Nations after the 
United States Government had been apprized of security information regarding their 
conspiratorial activities*" 

Former Secretary General Trygve Lie dismissed some of these American citizens who in- 
voked the fifth amendment on questions regarding their conspiratorial activities. The 
dismissed employees appealed their cases to the U. N. Administrative T5:ibunal and 
eleven of these were awarded cash payments of close to $200,000* The U, N. General 
Assembly's Budgetary Committee voted to pay these damages and killed a proposal to 
subject the Tribunal's later decision to review* Think of how fantastic and terrify- 
ing this is* Our tax money goes to pay American conznunlsts who are working for the 
violent overthrow of our freedom and then we are to have no right to keep these dis- 
loyal Americans from working in the UN for our destruction* 

The brief attempts at security measures in these cases was deplored by the American 
Association for the United Nations, which claims many prominent Americana in its mem- 
bership . 

The Soviet Union and its captive governments are entitled to up to 237 policy level 
positions in the UN Secretariat* In addition, many of the rest of the positions are 
held by communists and sympathizers from socialist nations which openly allow com- 
munists in their governments* Also, wc must include the Kremlin's helpers from Amer- 
ica who have infiltrated the UN, In 1952, the "U. S. News and World Report" cited 
an "informed estimate" chat as many as 50% of the 1300 policy- level staff members of 
the UN were either communists or willing to follow communist directives. I doubt 
seriously if a dozen of the other half of the staff members of the UN understand com- 
munism or work against it in any way.

Back during 1953 Dag Hammerskjold, Secretary General of the UN, said that "m^bera or 
the staff must maintain a loyalty to the organization and to no one else. They mus 
not accept pressure or advice from any government* This applies In a very strong 
sense to their own government." Hammerskjold has repeatedly shown a disposition o 
reels t the contention that he Is under any obligation to discharge pro-coromunis t 
Americana . 

During October, 1954 the United Nations put out a handbook for employees which told 
them to put loyalty to the UN above loyalty to their own countries. Anyone who is 
even slightly informed on the nature and methods of international communism knows 
that all this does not and could not apply to UN employees and delegates from e 
Soviet Union and the Kremlin’s captive nations outside the Soviet Union. 

PERFORMANCE OF THB U. N. 

The United Nations boosters toll us that in spite of all its weaknesses we should con- 
sider the wonderful achievements of the UN and besides it is the world s 
for peace. Is it? Lot’s look into a few of these so-called achievements, the per- 
formance of the UN, 

The United Nations was supposed to relieve mankind from the crushing burden of arma- 
ments, Americans are now paying over 50 billion dollars per year for armaments an 
foreign aid. 

During 1953 the United Nations Economic and Social Council was asked to discuss the 
use of slave labor in the Soviet Union. The Council refused to discuss the matter 
and removed it from the agenda. As far as the UN was concerned, slave labor could 
continue. 

In 1952, the Free Trade Union Committee of the AFL brought to the attention of the 
UN the fact that communists in Red China had committed 14 million political murders. 

The UN took no action. 1 / 

The UN Security Council’s attempt to end the Berlin blockade was stopped by a Soviet 
veto. The blockade was broken by the Ualir.'*'! states airlift without UN al . ' 

is credited with saving Greece from the communists. Actually, Greece was save y 
direct American assistance. 

UN propagandists claim that the United Nations is responsible for getting Soviet troops 
out of Iran. Actually, they did not leave until the Iranian Prime Minister met the 
Kremlin’s demand for an oil concession In northern Iran. Besides, the Kremlin was 
not ready to risk a shooting war with the U". S. and Britain at that time. 

After more than four years of UN efforts, India and Pakistan decided to try to settle 
their own problem which is a much more effective way than the "debating society hoax 
which has captured the minds of so many people. Unrest and trouble has grown among 
the colonial and semi-colonial people of Asia and Africa, 

The United Nations claims the Korean War as a victory for the collective security 
principle in its first test. Only 15 members of the 60 nation ITN, besides the United 
States, sent combat units to Korea and the United States bore 95% of the burden. 

This does not include our gallant South Korean allies who are not members of the unitea 
Nations * 

On December 1, 1950 General MacArthur told the "US News and World Report" that the 
limitations inposad upon his command were "an enormous handicap without precedent in 
military history," Generals Van Fleet, Mark Clark, Stratemeyer, Almond^ and Admiral 
Joy have testified before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee regarding the 
their hands were tied in a war which could have easily been won.

By letter dated August 1, 1959, addressed to the Director at the Del 
^X'hano Hotel, La Jolla, California, Cook invited the Director to attend the convention of 
-' Christian CX’usade at the Tulsa Hotel, Tulsa,. Oklahoma> August 7-9. Mr. Cook also 
discusses in'hisTLetter the alleged embezzlement of funds from the Oceanside Moose 
Lodge by Ray D. Goodman, former secretary of the Lodge. Cook indicates that Goo^an 
is badly wanted by the Bonding Company. 

In 1950, Seldon T. Cook, 1323 South Pacific Avenue, Oceanside, 

California, submitted a complaint to this Bureau alleging violation of the impersonation 
statute on the part of one Harvey Shepard, Jr. He was interviewed in this connection 
but did not have any facts to support his complaint. In March, 1952, based upon a letter 
received from Cook^ he was interviewed regarding information that Harvey C. Shepard 
had swindled f-roin liihi $1500 to $2000 again alleging impersonation. It was determined 
that there was no violation over which the FBI has jurisdiction. The San Diego Office 
advised that prior correspondence and information in, their file between 1942 and 1944 
indicates that Cook may be mentally imbalanced. In March,! 1952, the San Diego Office 
advised that Cook was 65 years of age,, employed as a janitor at Camp Pendleton and 
appeared to be somewhat mentally unbalanced livii^ in a most unkempt basement 
apartment. We have acknowledged only one previous letter from him which was in 
August, 1950, in relation to the above impersonation matter. / i'l . 

Ray D. Goodman is not identifiable in Bufiles. We have had considerable 
correspondence with the Christian Crusade which organization is very anti-United Nations 
and we have had a number of previous inquiries regarding it. Radio Station XERB which 
Cook mentions broadcasts anti- communism programs, is located in lower California near 
Mexico, and during the war it was involved in pro-enemy activities in Mexico.

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Housing for the students is found in a lodge or 
in smaller log cabins tastefully appointed but main- 
taining an air of rustic simplicity. 

There are saddle horses and numerous moimtain 
trails the students are encouraged to use. There are 
picnic spots and numerous sport activities available, 
including archery, badminton, horseshoes, etc. 

The basic course of the school is a comprehen- 
sive, 72-hour session of study, discussion, testing 
and reading. No accreditation is given. The found- 
ers of the school feel that truth and hi^ moral 
standards require none. The school is in no way 
connected with any other educational institution, 
state or private-. 

A ^^Socratk 'Pomm” 

The course covers a two-week period, the amount 
of time usually allocated for a vacation. 

The classrooms all have fireplaces, and the aca- 
demic work is conducted in the nature of informal 
discussion groups in which the various aspects of 
freedom pertaining to economics, politics, history, 
science, literature, etc., are freely discussed and 
studies assigned. 

An executive of one of the major oil companies 
on learning of the lype of scholastic endeavor of 
The Freedom School said; “A Socratic forum in 
front of a roaring fire in the Colorado Rockies is 
mighty hard to beat.” 

That the Dream May Come True 

All of the above, we hope to be able to say in 
the very near future. However, at the present time 
the school we have described is in its formative 
stages. 

True, we have the site, some 320 acres which lie 
west of State Highway 105 in and near Stone Can- 
yon. And some of the buildings have already been 
constructed. A great deal of work must be done, 
however, before we can open the school to our first 
group of students.

A few miles north of the site for the new Air Aca- 
demy, approximately half way between Colorado 
Springs and Denver and snuggled into the foothills 
of the Rampart Range in Colorado, is one of the 
most unique educational institutions ever estab- 
lished. 

This is a school for young men and women 16 
years of age or older— adults are also accepted as 
students-— where the entire effort is aimed at teach- 
ing the libertarian philosophy. 

Phihsophy of Freedom 

This is the philosophy expressed by such men as 
Thomas Jefferson, Adam Smith, Thomas Paine, Her- 
bert Spencer, Albert Jay Nock, and others, which 
contains the fundamental principles of human lib- 
erty written into the Constitution of the United 
States of America and establi^ng this nation as

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The press coverage included National Broadcasting ^ 
Company v?ith two major units for video tape and it appeared' 
that every session and every speech was covered from beginning 
to end by video tape through the facilities of National 
Broadcasting Company. It would be estimated that at least 
15,000 feet of video tape were consumed an average of seven 
hours per day of speaking for a total of five days. The Nation 
magazine w as repre sented by a correspondent whose name I ^ 

took to be and who was reportedly a person retired 

in education or press work somewhere within a few hundred 
miles of Tulsa. The Saturday Evening Post covered every 
section with a photographer and a reporter. The New 
York Times was represented as covering every speech. 

% % 0 INFORMATION CONTAINED 
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Billy Hargis Christian Crusade tape recorded every speech 
as did some eight or nine persons from Patriotic Leadership 
Groups from some 25 states represented at the training school. 
It appears that some of the persons covering this speech are 
determined to interview so-called pigeons or innocents or 
newcomers and persistently avoided interviews with such 
persons as Benjamin Git low, M, G. Lowman and others who could 
give specific information regarding the conspiracy. There 
seemed to be an attempt to interview and draw out in interview 
the lesser informed persons since the attitude created* in the 
minds of Gitlow, Lowman, Barbara Hartle and others was that 
a left wing or liberal type smear attack would be added to 
the current anti-conservative position now so widely pre- 
dominating many areas of the American Communication System 
such as press, radio and television. 

On arriving after the session had been in operation 
for a day and learning that Carter Pittman had made a series 
of unfortunate remarks for a period of some 20 minutes out of 
an hour and a half speech regarding sociology and race troubles 
in the south. I departed from my normal program of praising 
the Congressional Committees and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and its Director J. Edgar Hoover because I did 
not want to say or do anything that would be embarrassing to 
the investigating committees or the investigating process of 
our federal government. There appeared to be some total of 
180 to possibly 200 persons register or appear in the training 
class audiences during some part or all of the five day period. 
It was not observed that prior to the meeting Hargis had tried 
to have more than 200 persons in attendance. Several of the 
pupils or those persons who had paid $100 for the week's 
training and their own transportation expense and the hotel 
expense seemed to be newcomers from a widely diversified cross 
section of American life and from different geographical areas. 
Many of the persons in attendance seemed to be well informed 
on communist and pro-communist activities. The group had 
learned of the meetings or training school through radio and 
television announcements by Billy James Hargis and by public 
announcements in his pamphlets, booklets and mailings which 
go to a very large number of persons in the United States. 





* 


The nature of the talent and the amount of money 
spent to bring the talent plus the number of Billy James Hargis 
persons who devoted many weeks of their full time to preparing 
for this training class or school and the facilities and 
information in printed form indicate that this was not a money 
making scheme as much as it was an objective effort to 
indoctrinate and prepare leadership persons for constructive 
anti-communist work. - 

r 

When I arrived on Tuesday I found Hargis quite 
distressed because Carter Pittman had, without the "^rior 
knowledge or consent of Hargis, swung into a hard hitting 
anti-integration feature in Carter Pittman's speech. Hargis 
Conferred with Benjamin Git low and M. G. Lowman to determine 
what Hargis should do the next time he was on the platform 
appearing before the pupils or persons there for the week of 
speeches. Hargis felt impelled to have the people attending 
the school and those making records of what took place in the 
school know that much of what Pittman said was not approved by 
in fact it was disapproved by Hargis. Hargis, on the following 
morning, which was the first time he appeared before the 
audience, did disavow any connection with much that had been 
said in the. Pittman speech. :I don't think any person in the 
room had the slightest doubt that Hargis was separating 
Christian's Crusade and Billy James Hargis from the sociological 
remarks involving the negro problem from any approval by Hargis 
ca^jChristian Crusade. • * 

The reactions on the part of experienced speakers in 
discussing speeches with each other during the week and the 
reactions. of the pupils or those who were registered attendants 
to the speeches V 7 as generally good. It appears the information 
was largely the kind of thing anti-communist groups need to 
hear and should hear. There were a few items of personal 
interest or emphasis that should not have been used in such 
a group as this but fourteen speakers or more are bound to 
include one or two features not acceptable to everybody. The 
pupils or students or in other x^ords the persons who spent 
$100 tuition to hear the five days and nights of speeches 
showed an interest in practically every speech that kept them 

glued on the speaker so much that they did not shift or move 




in their chairs putting weight on one side of the body more 
than on the other. They just stayed glued. There’s no 
question that the persons who wanted to know about who did 
what to America and xyhat should be done to help save America 
felt and said and showed that they had benefited very much 
by attending these speeches and getting the printed matter 
that was available. 

It was so obvious to several of the more experienced 
persons like Gitlow, Hargis and me that an attempt would be 
made to smear the whole right xving and this Hargis movement 
that I told Congressman Scherer when I first- saw him when he 
arrived some 18 or 20 hours before he -spoke that he should be 
unavailable to any person with a communications industry connection 
until time to make his speech. He did this because he felt that 
he did not want to contribute in any way to the efforts of the 
persons who were 'trying to smear or would try to smear the right 
wing and the speakers and the program.

On Friday, February 16, Christian Crusade was featured on a half-hour 
NBC Television program seen by an estimated 18 million called "Chet Huntley Reports. " On 
the following Thursday ni^t, February 22, our work was again featured on a CBS Television 
program called "CBS REPORTS, . . THUNDER ON THE RIGHT", seen nationally. That extreme 
liberal- slanted publication, LOOK, in the current issue, has tried to smear and discredit our 
fight against godless communism.

On 3/20/62 Hargis held a meeting at the Washington Hotel, 
Washington . D. C. . which meeting was bv invitation only and v/as 
covered by I I through arrangements made 

with the Washington Field Office. The following is a summary of 
the information furnished by Nielsen concerning this meeting. 

Approximately 100 people were in attendance and everyone 
seemed to be a representative of some conservative group.

On the 23rd of February, 1962 you were attacked 
violently by a Doctor Billy James Hargis on the C.B.C, Reports 
network program ’’Thunder on the Right" a matter which more 
than likely brought to your attention* 

As producers of a documentary film "RED CHINA OUTLAW" 
we became active in filming non partisan mate'rial. Red China 
Outlaw which was extremely successful was endorsed by both 
Democrats and Republicans and I had the honor of filming 
Senator Paul Douglas for the show. 

Through the activities of one of my associates we came 
into contact with an organization called Christian Crusade 
operating out of Tulsai, Oklahoma. There was some conversation 
regarding the filming of a 90 minute theater feature filmed 
history of international communism supposedly without sponsorship 
interference. At this time it was my feeling that such a f i Im ' 
was needed for public information. My associate arranged that 
our company film the Crusades anti -communist seminar in Tulsa, 
After ten days of exposure to the horrors of this seminar I 
found myself completely stunned as to what was being done in 
the name of America and Patriotism J 

Beside being ant i-semeti c, anti-catholic and favoring 
segregation tl^T methods of fund raising seems completely 
suspect and might well deserve close scrutiny by your department. 

Doctor Hargis’ operation is completely controlled by a 
Tulsa public relations man named L, E. White who originated 
from the Oral Roberts machine in Tulsa, I had the opportunity 
to get into the guts of the Oral Roberts operation and that is 
more than sickening.

The future of Christian education is threatened 
by sinister and ominous forces that unmistakably

THE THREAT OF UNESCO 

Future historians may well pin-point our govern- 
ment’s official recognition of atheistic Communist 
Russia in the early ’30’s, as the beginning of the 
end of the Christian American way of life.

The greatest attack by our government on Christ- 
ian education, came with the birth of United Nations 
Education Scientific and Cultural Organization, 
commonly referred to as UNESCO, lith the reali- 
zation of a United Nations organization, which in 
all truth must be considered the greatest hoax ever 
perpetrated on the American people, came its edu- . 
cational affiliate, UNESCO. Organized ten years 
ago by United Nations directives, its purpose was 
officially chartered when on November 17, 1947, 
the General Assembly of the United Nations passed 
this resolution: “That we take measure to en- 
courage the teaching of the United Nations Charter 
and its purposes and principles, the structure, 
background and activities of the United Nations in 
the schools and institutes of higher learning of 
their countries, with particular emphasis on such 
instruction in elementary and secondary schools.” 
Thus, was chartered UNESCO. 

Dr. Julian Huxley was selected as the First 
Director-General of the group, although his repu- 
tation as an evolutionist and socialist is a matter 
of public record. Prior to this exalted position as a 
moulder of youth’s minds via public schools, he 
was Director of the London Zoo, a job from which 
he had been fired. He was given eight million 
dollars annually to run UNESCO, thus publishing 
his socialist liberal view everywhere. 

Mr. Huxley appointed a known Communist, John 
Grierson, as head of the Mass Communications 
Sections of UNESCO, a sensitive position that pro- 
vided him direct access to the minds of America’s 
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school children, However, he was dropped from that 
position after his name was linked with the Canadi- 
an atom spy case in 1546. Dr. Huxley then appointed 
another Marxian, Joseph Needham, as head of the 
Natural Science Section. Huxley himself was finally 
dropped after his communist sympathies became too 
well known. Today, he is editing a special series 
of articles for Life Magazine on evolution and the 
Darwin Theory. 

The attack on God by UNESCO is perhaps ^he 
most subtle, yet successful, of any. The attack on 
authority of the individual home and nationalism, 
is equally disturbing to any Bible believing Ameri- 
can. In a series of nine volumes published by 
UNESCO called TOfARD fORlD UNDER- 
STANDING, You will find such sentences as these: 
'1e must correct many of the errors of home train- 
ing” ... “The narrow family spirit of the parents 
may, in fact, not only compromise indirectly, and 
in some degree, unconsciously, the eventual inte- 
gration of the child in the human community, but 
it may also cultivate attitudes running directly 
counter to the development of international under- 
standing.” ... “In our view, history and geography 
should be taught at this stage (under 13 years of 
age) as universal history and geography.” 

This attack on national pride and the subtle in- 
. sistence on world government, comes at a time 
when one-fourth of our American colleges do not 
require a previous study of American history for 
entrance, and when two-thirds of America’s uni- 
versities do not require a study of American history 
for graduation. 

For the United States to seriously consider 
entering a world government machine and thus 
abolish our states and national rights, would be 
suicidal to say the least, fith a population of only 
one hundred seventy million people, and in the face 
of Russia controlling almost one billion in her 
slave empire, we would be a Weak, and insignifi- 
cant voice, tragically unable to preserve a Christian 
society among the governments of the world.

THE THREAT OF MODERNISM 

For un-regenerate men to participate in the des- 
truction of Christian education is understandable, 
although certainly not admired.

He 
admits that public opinion favors the anti -communist position, so therefore, an effort must be 
made to shut up the anti-ccxmnunist spokesmen so that they will not continue to influence public 
opinion.

A UPI news release in the Tvilsa World of November 30 reported that Preside 
Lyndon B. Johnson had become a "disenchanted fan" of J. Edgar Hoover and had d^ 
cided "that he must find a new chief of the FBI. " The soiirce of this report was 
Newsweek magazine. Shortly after this news report, a denial came from the White 
House, George Reedy, Presidential Press Secretary, denied this rumor as follows: 
"The President never heard of any such proposal--that Mr. Hoover be replaced-- 
and never entertained any such idea. . . " 

Apparently, the two major factors behind these claims that Mr. Hoover was on 
his way out were the Hoover-Martin Luther King conflict and Mr. Hoover’s criticism 
of the Warren Investigating Commission Report. First, let us examine the Hoover- 
King conflict. /

Pinning Down the Truth " 

On November 18, Mr. J. Edgar Hoover said that Martin Luther King was "the 
most notorious liar in the country" for claiming that FBI agents in Albany, Georgia, 
would take no action on civil rights complaints because they were Southerners. This 
particular report of the incident came from the November 19 Tulsa World newspaper, 
During November 1962, while discussing racial disturbances in Albany, Georgia, 
Martin Luther King was widely quoted in the press as stating that one of the greatest 
problems regarding the FBI in the South is that agents there are white Southerners 
who have been influenced by the mores of the community. , 





The FBI straightened out the record on this charge by pointing out that four of the 
five agents then assigned to Albany, Georgia, were Northerners; and that 70 per cent 
of the FBI agents in the South were born in the North, 

The above and other information from the FBI regarding Martin Luther King’s 
charges against the FBI and the facts refuting these charges were published in the 
December 7, 1964, issue of U. S, News Sc World Report. A report on these charges 
and the FBI answers which was published by U. S. News & World Report would take 
up most of the space needed for this article. For the benefit of those who would like 
to examine this FBI answer to King’s criticisms, it can be found on pages 46 and 48 
of the December 7 U. S. News & World Report. 

Heart of the Dispute 

This issue of U. S. News & World Report also pointed out that the heart of the 
,disj>ute he^een J. Edgar Hoover and Negro "civil rights" leaders was the question 
as to whether or not the U. S. should turn the FBI into a national police force. Mr . 
Hoover is strongly opposed to the national police concept. U. S, News reported fur- 
ther on this controversy as follows: 

"The central issue on which Mr. Hoover disagrees with Negro leaders is the 
demand that the FBI provide federal police protection for civil- ri^ts workers who go 
mto the South seeking reform. The FBI, these Negro spokesmen assert, should 
change its procedure and act independently of local law-enforcement agencies in the 
Sputh. 

if 

; ’’Such action, Mr. Hoover believes, would take the FBI beyond its jurisdiction as 
now authorized and move it in the direction of a national police force carrying out 
policies originating in Washington. 

”As the issue grows, there are indications that Congress in the not distant future 
may have to decide whether the FBI is to remain an agency for investigation of viola- 
tions of federal law or become a police force to be used in' implementing policies laid 
down by a National Administration. 

’’The choice then will lie between a national police system, such as exists behind 
the Iron Curtain and in some other foreign countries, and the objective investigative 
force into which the FBI has been developed under the direction of Mr. Hoover. . . 

’’History shows deep-seated abuses in nations where police systems have operated 
under political control of central governments. Examples include the terrorism of 
Hitler’s Gestapo, the atrocities committed by the Soviet secret police, and the reign 
of terror today in Communist Cuba, a police state only 90 miles from the U. S. . . . ” 

The U. S. News & World Report article also pointed out that turning the FBI into 
a national police force would involve a ’’colossal” expenditure of tax money which 
would run into the billions. Of course, this would also entail a vast expansion of the 
FBI. The serious situation in which our nation flounders will be magnified greatly if 
Martin Luther King, Roy Wilkins, James Farmer and others of their philosophy are 
able to force this vast change in the fimctions of the FBI. 
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fr Issues on Which They Diffejr 


There are other issues on which Martin Luther King and FBI Director Hoover 
stand on opposite viewpoints. These possibly contributed also to Martin Luther King's 
unfavorable view of Mr, Hoover and the FBI. For example, they are on opposite sides 
in regard to the usefulness of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Mr. 
Hoover, backed by his vast knowledge of the communist conspiracy, is thoroughly 
convinced of the fairness and value of this committee. On the other hand, Martin 
Luther King (who has exhibited no knowledge of the conspiracy) seeks its abolition. 


During a press conference in Lynchburg, Virginia, on March 27, 1962, King 
attacked the House Committee on Un-American Activities as "the most im-American 
committee operating in America today. " In a booklet smearing the committee, written 
by Anne Braden and published during 1963, Martin Luther King's name is found among 
the sponsors of the "National Committee to Abolish the House Un-American Activities 
Committee" which published the booklet. Anne Braden is an identified commtinist 
and, of course, this National Committee to Abolish the House Un-American Activities 
Committee is pursuing a very important objective of the conspirators. 

Obviously, Mr, J. Edgar Hoover is well aware^ of the determined communist drive 
to destroy the Committee on Un-American Activities, The FBI Annual Report for the 
Fiscal Year 1963 reported: "A major effort of the (Communist) Party in the 1963 fis- 
cal year was the intensification of its drive to destroy or discredit Government agen- 
cies and Congressional committees investigating communist activities. . . " In a 
speech during July 1959, Mr, Hoover described the work of Congressional committees 
investigating communism as being "essential. " 

In an article in The Elks Magazine of August 1956, Mr, Hoover warned readers 
of the "pseiido liberal" who is so easily duped by the commtinists. He said that 
"These misinformed dupes. , . rant endlessly at patriotic committees of the Congress 
whose efforts are dedicated to exposing the conspiracy. . . " Generally, we will find 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover recognizing that America needs a strong defense against the 
communist conspirators internally and externally. We have seen nothing in the 
written or spoken words of Martin Luther King indicating a recognition of this im- 
portant fact of our present perilous times. 

Martin Luther King and his Southern Christian Leadership Conference advocate 
breaking the law providing it is a law of which King does not approve. Naturally, we 
find Mr. J. Edgar Hoover on the opposite side, of this viewpoint also. In a speech to 
the National Catholic Youth Organization on November 16, 1963, Mr. Hoover told his 
audience that "Hate, terror, and lawlessness are not the American way of accom- 


plishing any objective that is truly worthwhile. . . " Mr. Hoover also made some other 
important remarks on this subject which are quite at odds with Martin Luther King's 
viewpoint. During a speech in Chicago on November 24, 1964, J. Edgar Hoover said: 


"Law and order are the foundations upon which successful government must 
stand. . . government cannot favor one group or one special interest over its duties to 
protect the rights of all citizens. We must constantly guard government against the 
pressure groups which would crush the ri^ts of others under heel in order to achieve 
their own ends. The law of the land is above any individual. All must abide by it. 
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If we short-cut the law, we^lay a dangerous game which c3E only result in total defeat 
for all of us, because if we destroy our system of government by law, we destroy our 
only means of achieving a stable society. 


"It is a great misfortime that the zealots of pressure groups always think with 
their emotions-- seldom with reason. They have no compunction in carping, lying and 
exaggerating with the fiercest passions, spearheaded at times by Communists and 
moral degenerates. They cry ‘liberty’ when they really mean license, . .We cannot 
and will not permit the FBI to be used to superimpose the aims of those who would 
sacrifice the very foundations on which our government rests. 


"I take hiimble pride in emphatically stating that, as long as -I am Director of 
the FBI, it will continue to maintain its hi^ eind impartial standards of investigation, 
despite the hostile opinions of its detractors. 


"Furthermore, the FBI will continue to be objective in its inve'stigatidns and will 
stay within the bounds of its authorized jurisdiction regardless of pressure groups 
which seek to use the FBI to attain their own selfish aims to the detriment of our 
people as a whole. " 


The Warren Conmiission Report 

Another factor which is apparently back of the rumors which claim that Mr, 
Hoover is to be ousted was his criticism of the Warren Commission Report. He ac- 
cused the Warren Commission’s report of being "unfair and unjust" in its criticism 
of the FBI. 

The Warren Commission (in spite of reported objections by some members of 
the commission) said that the FBI "took an unduly restrictive view of its role in pre- 
ventive intelligence work prior to the assassination. A more carefully co-ordinated 
treatment of the Oswald case by the FBI mi^t well have resulted in bringing -Oswald’s 
activities to the attention of the Secret Service. " Of course, this commission report 
ignored the fact that protection of a President is the duty of the Secret Service and not 
of the FBI.' Mr. Hoover pointed out, that it is not the FBI’s business to guard anyone. 
Walter Trohan of the Chicago Tribune in the September 30, 1964, issvie of that news- 
paper wrote that even if the Secret Ser-W-ce had been told about Oswald, "it would have 
done nothing because he had no record of violence, " Mr. Trohan also said that the 
FBI is not a part of the protective system because the Secret Service doesn’t want it 
that way. 

In regard to moving questionable people out of the way every time the President 
makes a public appearance, Mr. Hoover said on November 18 that in New York City 
alone 7, 000 persons would have to be taken out of circulation. In a column in the 
Tulsa World of October 19, 1964, William F. Buckley, Jr. pointed out that Earl 
Warren himself had in recent years "done everything within his power to imdermine 
a) anti- subversive legislation (for instance, of the kind that mi^t have put the spot- 
light on Oswald), and b) criminal-apprehension techniques (there was the famous 
Mallory case, for instance, where a rapist-murderer was released because he hadn’t 
been arraigned soon enough: who went on to rape again). " 
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In his October 19 colmnn, Mr. Buckley also brings up the question as to why 
Silr. Hoover’s testimony before the Warren Commission was not published. Buckley 
suggested, was it "Because it would have defanged Mr. Warren’s criticisms?" 


Reds Swing Out at a Long-time Enemy 

At any rate, the communist conspirators found the Warren Commission’s blow 
at the FBI hi^ly pleasing because the FBI and J. Edgar Hoover have long been among 
the top targets of the conspirators in the United States. The lead article on page two 
of The Worker of September 27, 1964, vras headlined "Warren Report Flays Bungling j 

by the FBI. " [ 

This article reported to Red conspirators around the nation that "the Warren 1 

Commission delivered perhaps the most devastating indictment of the Federal j 

Bureau of Investigation ever made by a body of distinguished public officials. " s 

It'referred-'t6*the-*WaTren"Comm'issioh’s driticisiSrof the FBI’s rble in Dallas duf- ^ 

ing the fateful week end as "the first significant blast" at this hi^ priority enemy ,| 

of the Reds. At the end of this article, the communists repeated a demand which 
they have been making for a long time. The Worker stated: "The time is long over- 
due for the removal of Hoover and the drastic reorganization of an agency which. . . 
has become one of the greatest threats to our democratic institutions. " Of course, 
by this they mean threat to the commvinist conspiracy. | 

One of the many previous occasions on which the communist conspirators were 
warned of the threat of the FBI to the conspiracy "was at a meeting of the National ' 

Committee of the Communist Party on March 23, 1950. Red leaders attending this 
meeting were told: / 

"The FBI is not only an enemy of our Party. . .but it represents a monstrous 
menace to everything democratic in American life. . . It has recruited. . . thousands 
and thousands of petty informers and stool-pigeons who spy on all organizations of 
the people, who snoop into the private affairs of their neighbors, who concoct the 
most lurid tales in order to be on the good side and to prove their worth to their 
FBI bosses. " 


At this meeting, the communist conspirators were also ordered to "destroy the 
slimy stool-pigeons operating under the Gestapo-like J. Edgar Hoover. " 

In The Worker of July 26, 1964, the late Elizabeth Gurley Flynn described Mr. 
Hoover to fellow communists as "this arrogant stupid bureaucrat" who has "remained 
in office since the 20’s. " In the very next sentence, she gave the major reason why 
the commtmists take such a dim view of Mr, Hoover when she wrote; "He is anti- 
Communist, . , " Naturally, Mrs. Flynn repeated the conspiracy demand that Hoover 
be ousted. She wrote: "He and his outfit are out of da,te and should be pvit out to 
pasture. " 

It shoiald be obvious that the communist conspirators would attempt to take 
advantage of the conflict between J. Edgar Hoover and one of their favorites, Martin 
Luther King. Front-page headlines in The Worker of November 24,, 1964, read: 
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."Hoover's Outburst Stirs iwalanche of Protests. " Once agSE, the demand for Hdbver's 
ousting was repeated in this issue of The Worker in a statement by Claude Liightfoot, 
Negro communist leader. During remarks on the Hoover-King conflict. Red conspira- 
tor Liightfoot demanded, "In the national interest, J. Edgar Hoover must be removed 
from his post and conditions created where the FBI is subjugated to public scrutiny as 
any other organ of government. " 

The "Liberals" Too 


As is usiially the case in matters such as this, left-wing "liberals" have also taken 
up the cry. The article in the November 24 issue of The Worker quoted from some 
"liberal" newspapers along with remarks by other "liberal" individuals and organizations. 

An editorial in the New York Times entitled "Time to Retire" seemed especially 
pleasing to The Worker. The Worker article also quoted a remark by Methodist Bishop 
James K. Mathews. He stated: "This otitburst, together with Mr. Hoover's observa- 

tions would appear to justify his retirement at age 70, with recognition of his many 
years of service to our country. " 

If they have not already done so, undoubtedly, left-wing magazines will take up 
this cry for the scalp of Mr. J. Edgar Hoover as head of the FBI. Back in 1958 the 
\zltra-left Nation magazine devoted a 56-page issue to an "Objective appraisal of the 
■ FBI. " 

This so-called "Objective appraisal" repeated a long list of charges against Mr. 
Hoover and the FBI and concluded with the suggestion that "Hoover's role and the role 
of the FBI at some day and some hour will have to be assessed. " It is quite possible 
that the Hoover-King conflict will inspire increased activity against the FBI by the 
Nation magazine and others like it. 

Greater Perils Ahead 


The following warning from the 1964 annual report of the FBI will probably bring 
about increased agitation against the FBI by the communist conspirators and other 
extreme left elements. This warning in the FBI's annual report read: "The Commu- 
nist Party, USA, stepped up its programs on all domestic fronts during the 1964 fis- 
cal year. While seeking to hide its slavish allegiance to the Soviet Union behind a 
cloud of propaganda, the Party worked unremittingly to increase its influence in the 
racial struggle; gain new members through an intensive youth recruitment campaign; 
and promote the false impression that it is a legitimate political party. " Of course, 
this FBI report also gave a great deal of information regarding specific activities of 
the communist conspiracy in our nation. 

If this campaign to oust Mr. Hoover should suc.ceed during 1965 or soon there- 
after, there is a strong possibility that an FBI head would be appointed who does not 
view the evil communist conspiracy in the same light as does Mr. Hoover. The dis- 
appearance of Mr. Hoover from the FBI scene in the near future, through removal 
or death, could quite possibly increase the danger of success by those who want the 
FBI converted into a national police force to be used at the whims of rdtra-left agitators 
who have had false lialos placed around their heads. Certainly all informed Americans 
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^sliould be aware of the possibilities and support a continuation of the FBI as it now 
functions as against its expansion into a national police force. 

The article in tbe December 7, 1964, issue of U. S. News & World Report from 
which we have quoted earlier in this article says that pressure is expected to continue 
for these changes in the FBI. The struggle could well reach the floor next year of a 
U. S. Congress which has moved further to the left. Perilous days, indeed, lie ahead 
for our nation and efforts to inform fellow citizens must be expanded by all informed 
anti- communists. A possible awakening of the American people is still what the Red 
conspirators fear most.

Suppose you were in the Congo today, what would be your thou^ts? How would 
you feel? Perhaps a letter written by Elmer and Mary Deal, two American Baptist 
missionaries, to the Bible Baptist Church in Pampa, Texas, may answer these ques- 
tions. This is what they wrote; 

"Friday afternoon about four p.m. the soldiers came to Reubeni’s house and for 
no reason began beating him and his family and threatening to shoot them. His wife 
plea.ded with them not to shoot her husband and leave her. So they set Reubeni on the 
floor against the mud wall and placed his wife on his lap. The soldier then raised his 
gun and aimed at her stomach and pvilled the trigger. But nothing happened! All that 
was heard was the click of the hammer as it banged against the firing pin. Another 
soldier came and pulled the trigger only to hear again the same click of the hammer. 
The soldiers went away in confusion leaving Reubeni with a broken arm gnd his wife 
with a fractured hip and both with many bruises. Their son Ephraim and his wife 
were beaten and he was taken prisoner and held for twenty-four hours of added beat- 
ings and terror. 


"Sometime after midnight, on Saturday, after many hours of imprisonment and 
beatings, the soldiers in their rage of confusion and hatred carried Gregoire to the 
Lukuga River; tied his hands and feet together and threw him over the side of the bridge 
into the hi^ raging waters. The soldiers upon returning to their posts were overheard 
by Mwanangwa, a Christian that had been taken prisoner with Gregoire, as saying, 'We 
have just killed a good Christian. When we would beat him, he would only pray. As 
we threw him off the bridge he prayed, Mungu Pokea Roho Yangu‘«(God receive my 
spirit). He went under and cried again this same prayer. The last time he came up, 
he prayed, God forgive me and was seen no more. The turbulent, muddy waters of 
the Eiikuga had claimed Pastor Gregoire *s body, but it could never claim his soul. 


"In an atmosphere of deep sorrow, we had our services, praying for all that 
Were still in danger. God blessed the- se-rviees by adding two names to the Liamb's 
Book of Life, Malamba Luisa and Ilunga Medi. " 


Elmer and Mary Deal's letter was written in March. The "soldiers" they men- 
tion in it belonged to Cyrille Adoula's U, N, backed Central Congolese Government. 
Adoula, as you may well surmise, was a pro- leftist "neutral. "

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Communism, Hypnotism and the Beatles 

By David A. Noebel 

The commtmists, according to Dr. Leon Freedom, have thought up 
nothing in brainwashing, or in any other phase' of psychiatry. **All that 
they have done is to take what free science has developed and -use it in a 
manner that would ordinarily be considered mad . . . there isn’t anything 
original about what they are doing, only in the way they are doing it. 
Their single innovation has been to use what they copy in a diabolical 
order. Their objective is solely to make minds sickf not healthy, to create 
frustrations. . 

Dr. Freedom mentions that “the methods devised by the Free World to 
combat illness are used by the communists to create it.”^ Edward Htmter, 
one of America’s outstanding authorities in the field of brainwashing, sum- 
marized the communist operation of mind-tampering with **the most 
diabolical intrigues of the past never descended to such dark, unstirred 
depths. There is something repulsive and against nature in it. This is not 
easy for the normal mind to grasp.”® Little wonder the United States’ first 
ambassador to the Soviet Union remarked, "The great tragedy of the West 
is that its leaders — and they are all good, Christian patriotic men — ^simply 
are incapable of grasping or understanding the nature of the enemy bent 
upon their destruction.”^ 

It is no secret that the communists have determined in their innermost 
councils to destroy the United States of America.® The methods to obtain 
our destruction have varied from time to time but the goal has never 
changed. One of the methods concocted to bring about the demise of the 
United States is a weapon known as menticide: a lethal psychological 
process that produces a literal suicide of the mind! A well-know professor 
stated that "the Communist Conspiracy. . . conducts scientifically planned 
attacks on the human mind on many levels with techniques adapted to the 
circumstances.”® It is true that methods vary in this field of menticide, 
but the object is the same — to create a sick mind! 

The communists, through their scientists, educators and entertainers, 
have contrived an elaborate, calculating and scientific technique directed 
at rendering a generation of American youth tiseless through nerve- 
jamming, mental deterioration and retardation.*^ The plan involves con- 
ditioned reflexes, hypnotism,® and certain kinds of music. The results, 
destined to destroy our nation, are precise and exacting. Little wonder the 
Kremlin maintains it will not raise the Red flag over America — the 
Americans will raise it themselves. If the following scientific program 
destined to make our children mentally sick is not exposed, mentally de- 
generated Americans will indeed raise the communist flag over their own 
nation! 

That certain kinds of mtisic are very destructive is not new. As early as 
2500 years before Christ, observations of the effects of music on the com- 
posite of mind, body and emotion were written oh papyri by the Egyptians. 
Pythagoras established that music was an exact science which exercised a 
profoimd effect on the senses and emotions. Plato tmderstood the destruc- 
tive qualities of certain kinds of music. In The Kepublic he states that 
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"the introduction of a new kind of music must be shunned as imperiling 
the whole State; since styles of music are never disturbed without affecting 
the most important political institutions.”® Emil Neuman, in his History 
'of Mitsic, summarizes the opinions of Plato: *'He insisted it was the para- 
mount duty of the Legislature to suppress all music of an effeminate and 
lascivious character, and to encourage only that which was pure and dig- 
nified; that bold and stirring melodies were for men, gentle and soothing 
ones for women.” 

. Aristotle likewise understood the destructiveness of certain kinds of 
music. He states that "emotions of any kind are produced by melody and 
rhythm,*’ and the **music has the power to form character,” the manner 
of its arrangement being so important, that *'the various modes may be 
distinguished by their effects on character . . . one, for example, working 
in the direction of melancholy, another of effeminacy; one encouraging 
abandonment, another self-control, another enthusiasm; and so on through 
the series.”^® 

But it took the communist scientists and psycho-politicians to devise a 
means of combining the use of hypnotism and music to nerve- jam the chil- 
dren of a nation without our leaders, teachers or parents being aware of 
its implications.^^ 

The laboratory work was accomplished by a number of Russian scien- 
tists, but the important ones were Ivan P. Pavlov, A. R. Luria,^® and 
K. I. Platonov.^^ 

Pavlov, experimenting with animals and human beings, made the ex- 
pression "conditioned reflex” a near household word. He found that three 
areas of the human body could be conditioned, viz., muscles, glands and 
skin area. His famous experiment with dogs is well known. Edward Hun- 
ter, in his excellent book Brainw ashing, summarizes the experiment: “The 
central theme (of the film The Hervous System) was indicated by a scene 
showing a dog in harness, standing on what looked like an operating table, 
in a room full of mechanical gadgets and curious meters. What immediate- 
ly, attracted attention was the glass container inserted into the side of the 
dog’s lower jaw. This was supposed to have been painless; it did not seem 
to annoy the dog. Unsmiling doctors busied themselves with the experi- 
ment. One held the bulbous end of a rubber tube. By squeezing it, air 
pressure moved a circular" tray bringing a bowl of food within reach of 
the harnessed canine. As soon as this happened, a light flashed. The dog 
hungrily eyed the approaching food, and its saliva began to drip into the 
test tube attached to its jaw. Each drop was counted and carefully tab- 
ulated on a graph. 

"The dog,” continues Hunter, *'at first paid no attention to the light. 
Sometimes the rotary table brought an empty bowl to the dog’s mouth, 
but whenever ^that happened, the light did n,ot go on and no saliva flowed. 
A routine was established. When the light flashed, food' appeared and 
saliva 'appeared; When an empty bov^i approached, the 'light did not go on 
and there was no saliva. ' . . , 

' “After a while, the dog hardly glanced at the bowl. It had identified 
the light with the food. The light was sufScient sign; it had 'learned.*^® 
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The crucial point in the experiment was now reached. A white-gowned 
doctor pressed a push button, the light flashed, but this time the round 
table did not bring the dog any food. Its saliva dripped just the same. The 
light had replaced the food in the mind of the dog, the way a slogan or 
label can replace a thought in a man's .mind. The caption merely read *Re- 
flex caused by flashing light.* 

Pavlov experimented with animals in other areas as well, e.g., in an area 
known as artiflcial neurosis. Here the scientist took healthy animals and 
using, two conditioned reflexes, the excitatory reflex and the inhibitory re- 
flex, caused these healthy animals to break down mentally with cases of 
sartificial neurosis. As we shall see, this is exactly what the Beatles, in .par- 
ticular, and rock and roll, in general, are doing to our teenagers. 

In the years 1924-1929, A. R. Luria conducted extensive experiments 
with children’-'^ in the area of hypnotism and music.^® His book, published 
in 1932, was entitled T^e Nai^ere of Human Conflict. It was subtitled **An 
Objective Study of Disorganization and Control of Human Behavior.** 
This communist explains in great detail the nerve-jamming^® of children 
and how younger children can be retarded mentally and even animalized 
by: (1) Putting children under severe nervous tension (there are many 
diagrams and charts to explain this in his book) ; (2) Creating artificial 
degrees of neurosis;®® (3) Interfering with the normal maturation of the 
nervous system of the cortical portion of the brain (the cortical portion is 
the reasoning part while the subcortical is the impulsive uncontrolled 
section with animal instincts) ; (4) Destroying the normal inhibitory 

mechanism of the cerebral cortex; and (5) Hypnotic induction inducing 
sleep.®^ Part three, chapter ten, contains Turia's experiments with rhythmi- 
cal reactions.®® 

The final scientist to be mentioned in this brief introduction is K.. I. 
Platonov, who penned a work entitled: The Word as a ’Physiological and 
Therapeutic P actor It was published in English in 1959 by the Foreign 
Languages Publishing House in Moscow. Platonov, too, describes the field 
of hypnosis®"* and reveals three stages of hypnosis — the first stage being 
a waking state that prepares the subject to receive hypnotic suggestion. 
Platonov states that **the first stage of hypnosis is characterized by a 
progressive decrease in the tone of the cerebral cortex.” 

The subcortical, according to Pavlov, is not the executing organism, but 
a receptor organism. In fact, the subcortical can receive suggestions and 
impulses, arousing emotion and even bodily actions, without the master of 
the house (the executive organism) realizing that his body- temple has been 
invaded. This, as we shall see, is exactly what the communists have 
capitalized on, and, at present, they are using this knowledge of the various 
stages of hypnotism and music®® to invade the privacy of the minds of our 
children®® to render them mentally incompetent and neurotic.®'* 

Following the laboratory experiments, the communists contacted edu- 
cators and procured entertainers to convert this devilish scheme into a 
program scientifically designed to destroy American youth — ^mentally and 
emotionally! The intermediary between the scientists, educators and enter- 
tainers was a man by the name of Norman Corwin. This psycho-political®® 
plot was hatched in the United States of America in the year 194^. 
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**In July of 1^46 a ‘cultural’ congress was held in Moscow. Norman 
Corwin> writer and radio commentator, was the ‘honored guest.’ He pre- 
sented the Moscow International Convention with two recordings from 
the American-Soviet Music Society. Following this convention in Moscow, 
renewed activity In the recording field for communist causes and objec- 
tives became apparent. A few of the fronts which resulted are as follows 
. . . Young People’s Records. . . People’s Songs^®. . .’’®® 

The personnel involved in the make up of these communist recording 
companies include such well-known personalities as Peter Seeger,®^ Farl 
Robinson,®^ "Woody Guthrie,®® and Tom Glazer.®^ 

Established as a subsidiary to Young People’s Records, an organization 
cited nine times as subversive by various agencies of our government,®® was 
a company known as the Children’s Record Guild.®® These Children’s 
Record Guild records were likewise scientifically calculated to nerve-jam 
the minds of our children. 

Consistently enough, the members of the Pavlovian Society®^ here in 
the United States along with the educators on the editorial board of Young 
People’s Records®® and the entertainers, artists, writers and promoters®® of 
these communist recordings, geared to nerve-jam the listening child, all 
belong to many of the same communist fronts.^® 

The communists have not entered into the children’s recording field for 
any humanitarian purpose.^^ Just the opposite is the truth. As one docu- 
mentary put it: “The Communist Party does not overlook the indoctri- 
nation of children.'^® The communist book stores recently have been hand- 
ing out folders advertising Young People’s Records. One of these folders, 
distributed by the Communist Party Progressive Book Shop,"^® located at 
1806 West Seventh Street, in Los Angeles, is entitled ‘Help Your Child 
Discover the Fascinating "World of Music* — . The records, announce the 
folder, are on ‘permadisc* and sell for only $1.49 plus tax. The folder de- 
clares that ‘Critics and Teachers Hail Young People’s Records.’ 

On the jacket of these records the names of Young People’s Records 
(YPR) and Children’s Record Guild are stamped indicating the “together- 
ness” experienced by these two companies. The address given for both is 
100 Sixth Ave., New York 13, N. Y. In Canada the address is 1184 Castle- 
field Ave., Toronto. Also printed on some of the jackets is the comment; 
“Approved by boards of education and in daily use in thousands of schools 
in all 50 states and Canada.” 

One of the records disced by this communist recording company, the 
Children’s Record Guild Co., is entitled The Little Puppet. It is played to 
children in the home and in the early grades for music appreciation or 
creative rhythm activity. “It contains,” according to Dr. William J. Bryan, 
Jr., “a certain power of suggestion and musical arrangements designed to 
be frustrating and hypnotic.”^® It also contains such things in the back- 
ground as a ticking clock, a metronome and properly placed wind sounds 
— all elements used in the process of hypnotism.^® 

Children’s Record Guild records have been analysed by experts in the 
fields of medicine and hypnosis. The conclusions reached are the same as 
those envisioned by the communists who perpetrated the records — both 
in. the laboratory and on the market. 
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Granville F. Knight unambiguously stated: “There is no question in 
my mind about the hypnotic effects of the so-called ‘sleepy songs’ which 
are usually found on each record. Hypnotic induction by means of these 
records could easily place yoimg children in a most receptive mood for 
suggestions of various sorts. These might include suggestions about World 
citizenship, against patriotism and nationalism or anything which the 
teacher felt should be inculcated in the minds of young children.”'*"^ 

When one takes into consideration the fact that the United Nations has 
endorsed both Young People’s Records and Children’s Record Guild,'*® the 
conclusions reached by Dr. Klnight are not too radical. 

Canada’s leading authority in the field of hypnotism. Dr. J. A. Boucher, 
commented as follows regarding these communist records; “I have played 
these at length and found they are certainly something to give plenty of 
thought and consideration to. I would certainly agree. . . that they are 
in the hypnosis category.”*® 

Dr. William J. Bryan, Jr., America’s leading authority in the field of 
hypnosis, has accomplished a great service for the nation in analysing and 
exposing these records. Dr. Bryan graduated from Duke University with 
his A. B. Degree in 1947. He received his B. S. Degree in 1949 and his 
Doctorate in Medicine from the University of Illinois in 1952. During the 
Korean War he was director of medical survival tra inin g for the U. S. Air 
Force. Following his honorable discharge from the Air Force, he was a 
member of his local county and state medical societies and the A. M. A. 
while doing general practice. He was elevated to the American Academy 
of General Practice, was state chairman of the U. S. Committee of the 
World Medical Association and operated a flying medical service. 

In 1955 Dr. Bryan organized the American Institute of Hypnosis to spur 
interest in training physicians and dentists in the use of this new medical 
and dental diagnostic and therapeutic tool. He has been a guest lecturer 
at St. Ann’s Psychiatric Hospital Faculty of Medicine, University of Paris 
(Sorbonne), France, is an honorary member of the British Society * of 
Medical Hypnosis, and is past president, founder, fellow and executive di- 
rector of the American Institute of Hypnosis. 

Dr. Bryan also edits the A.tnerican Institute of Hypnosis Journal, a pro- 
fessional medical and dental publication devoted exclusively to the use 
of hypnosis in the respective professions. 

The only M.D. in the United States specializing full time in the practice 
of hypnosis in medicine, since the approval of hypnosis by the A.M.A. in 
1958, Dr. Bryan has taught thousands of physicians and dentists all over 
the world the use of hypnosis in medicine, under the sponsorship of the 
American Institute of Hypnosis. He has written numerous articles on the 
use of hypnosis for various medical journals, and two books, which are the 
first of their kind in the field: Legal Aspects of Hypnosis and Religious 
Aspects of Hypnosis, 

In the presence of a stenographer who recorded his authoritative testi- 
mony regarding these records, the following is his professional analysis of 
"The Little Puppet.” 

"In the first place, the thing that strikes me immediately is that the 
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itempb is ^he same as the pulse rate,®® approximately 82 beats per minute.®^ 

■fians’' Sutermeister, I believe I’m correct, in the British Medical Journal of 
Hypnotism, commented on a research program of this very thing. "When 
sound stimuli are presented- at the same rate as the average pulse rate, they 
tend- to make the suggestion given at the same time— r-they seem to -greatly 
increase the force with which the suggestions are given- at that particular 
time.”"®^‘ ■ > ■■ ■ ' 

- Dr.' Bryan continues, “I’m sure I could' use this record ‘The Little Puppet* 
very definitely as an induction record for children, and I would be happy 
to take ten children,®® and with a few woirds . . . play that record for 
them, and show you that you can induce everyone of them into a state 
of hypnosis.®^ The children are being hypnotized without their knowledge 
and that’s the real insidious part about these records.” 

In “The Little Puppet” record, the musician sings “lower, still lower.” \ 

Dr. Bryan comments. . . "this is just like ‘down deeper and deeper;* it’s 
obvious induction, a deepening technique. Everyone of these things, and 
the, exact fact that the person, as soon as he says ‘drop them’ and ‘boo’ 
and you then get the reaction of the drum following as though the thing 
is, vrell on its way to completion. This is strictly an induction record, it’s 
the only thing you can say about it, an absolute hypnotic induction.” 

Even a non-expert can grasp the word content of the record although 
Dx. Bryan warns that “the devices used in these records are so subtle that 
they very well may pass inspection by a well-meaning committee of 
physicians untrained in hypnosis, brainwashing and other such fields.”®** 

As long^a's the string puller pulls the strings, the puppet does fine, but un- 
less the string puller is there the puppet can do nothing by himself. As 
Dr., Bryan puts it, “when you loosen up the strings and fall down — it’s 
obvious to me,- obviously placing the idea in the subconscious of the child 
that unless the string puller is there he can’t do anything by himself with- 
out the specific directions of the communist boss, or whoever it happens 
to be. . . and it really takes the entire control away from the child, and 
then after he gets through three or four of these deepening techniques he 
says, ‘I can make you jump much higher than that’ and then he goes on 
to prove it.” 

Dr. William J, Bryan, Jr., then remarks that according to Dr. Van Soul- * 

stead, speaking at the 4th International Psychiatric Congress, Barcelona, 
on^ pf the “tremendous increases in mental illnesses in this country today, 
is by 'virtue of the fact that. . . there is a tremendous increase in the *acci- V 

dental’ fiypnosis that is going on..”®® 

Other records produced by the Children’s Record Guild include sleepy 
time records for children.®*^ The child is supposed to be put to sleep by 
the record, but in reality is placed into a “state of hynotic sleep.” Dr. Bryan 
remarks: “Now when a suggestion is placed in your mind under such cir- 
cumstances, you accept it, and you accept it with such a force that this 
can becpme a compulsion with you,®® and that’s one of the reasons why we 
see so -many compulsions, so much compulsive behavior,' and this is the. 
cause of a lot of juvenile delinquency. . . the symptoms can be as varied 
as '-life: itself. But' the underlying- cause is the s'ame, mainly the accidental 
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liyjpnosis that is resulted in the acceptance of the subconscious suggestion 
•which the patient is acting out.”®^ 

In his analysis of a Young People’s Record production entitled “Tom’s 
Hiccups,” Dr. Bryan comments; *‘Well, you’ve got a number of things 
here, in the first place, every bit of this has appeared both in' the Ameri- 
'can arid Russian psychiatric literature. First, you have symptom sub- 
stitution. I think every psychiatrist is familiar with this. In oidier words, 
we can remove any symptom and another takes its place and you are 
placing in the child’s mind the idea that this is exactly what’s going to 
happen to him. As he has symptoms of things happening to him in "the 
future, for instance, if he gets asthma or something, you remove asthma 
and lie’ll get migraine. If you remove the migraine, he’ll get something else. 
In other words, it’s placing difficulty in the way of treatment in any type 
of illness in the future. ^SS^henever the child becomes ill, he will immediate- 
ly have a sense of substitution occur so that he does become ill again. It’s 
very insidious! The second thing here is that you have (the hiccups) ' right 
at the end to show that he never really gets over any of it; that he always 
is going to go around and around and around. The third thin g he has told 
you is that the only real way to get rid of this is to forget it, in other 
words, to repress whatever started this to begin with which, of course, is 
another way of saying that you should forget it; then you’re not able to 
remember the cause of your illness, and if you’re imable to remember the 
cause, the illness goes on and on by itself as if you were unable to bring out 
the cause from the subconscious mind. The fourth thing bad about this 
is that it ties in all these things that actually produce the disease in people 
with songs wtuch we all know,®® so that every time the child hears these 
familiar tunes, he will be tempted to fall into one of these categories of 
illness, each one of these representing to the child the child’s illness, but 
as he grows up and becomes an adult, then he will take on, adult illnesses 
in the same fashion. "What is now a harmless snore or yawn will turn into 
insomnia. \f^hat is only sneezing as a child will turn into hay fever or 
asthma as an adult. And what is merely a shaky voice as a child will turn 
into a chronic stutterer later on who is unable to get along, etc. And the 
hiccups may lead to alcoholism.”®^ 

Concluding his analysis of these communist records. Dr. Bryan states 
that these records are “breeding a tremendous race of people who are going 
to be mentally ill — ^it’s terrible, really horrible, the scope of this thing is 
fantastic — this is for the age group 2 to 5.®^ This is terrible, I’ve never 
seen anything so bad as this; scares you to death. You can see why when 
Khrushchev says, ''W'e’re going to bury you, that we won’t need to go 
to war, that we’re going to have you in seven or eight years,’ well, ob- 
viously, when these school pupils grow up, we won’t be able to defend 
America. When you control the minds of the people that push the button 
on the A-bomb, what good is the bomb? Nothing. Well, it’s very well 
known that illness has always been a great incapacitator, acco\mting for a 
greater percentage of any Army in any war than all the bombs and every- 
thing' in the history of wars. And it’s obvious that they’re approaching it 
from this standpoint. And, if that’s true, then why not make everybody 
sick®® and unable to defend themselves? And the easiest way to cause it 
insidiously is through m'ental illness programs.”®^. - 




In his book. The I'mpdct of Science on Society^ Lord Bertrand Rnssell®® 
says, "The social psychologist of the future -will have a number of classes 
of school children on whom they will try different methods of producing 
an unshakable conviction that snow is black. Various results will soon be 
arrived at. First, that the influence of home is obstructive. Second, that not 
much can be done unless indoctrination begins before the age of ten. Third, 
that verses set to music and repeatedly intoned are very effective.**®® In 
apparent expectation he says, *'It is to be expected that advances in 
physiology and psychology will give governments much more control over 
individual mentality than they now have even in totalitarian countries.*’®^ 

Verses set to music and repeatedly intoned are very effective. Lord Ber- 
trand fully understands the impact of such records, and when one bears 
in mind the statement by Lecron and Bordeaux, **One interesting modern 
development (1947) in the induction of hypnosis is the use of the phono- 
graph record,*’®® the communist plan to destroy us from within through 
nienticide becomes evident. 

But the communists* ingenuity in placing these i-ecords in hundreds of 
thousands of American homes and in thousands of schools in all 50 states 
and Canada is frightening. Since the American family and the American 
teacher would not knowingly purchase communist recordings designed to 
produce mentally sick children, the communists stepped back into the 
woodwork and allowed well-intentioned people to do their subversive work 
for them. Their effectiveness is staggering. Their influence is terrifying and 
a picture to behold. 

The Bobk-of-the-Month Club has given its recommendation to these 
communist recordings put out by the Children’s Record Guild.®® How this 
organization was swindled into such an endorsement should make quite 
a story. Perhaps someday it will be told. 

The San Francisco Chronicle states the following concerning Young 
People’s Records; **These are highly, superior productions, done with great 
intelligence, skill and simplicity, and infinitely finer than the drivel com- 
monly purveyed on disks for children.”’^® 

The New Tork. Times, ‘‘printing all news fit to print,” has given its 
endorsement to these communist recordings. On the jacket of some of 
Young People’s Records is carried the New York Times recommendation, 
stating these communist records to be "Best in Children’s records.” On 
other records the following glowing endorsement is carried: “No company 
has surpassed the consistently high standards that Young People’s Records 
has maintained for its product.”^^ 

'Mnsi'c Teachers* Quarterly goes so far as to state; "Deserves all praise 
and cooperation from every music teacher,' every musician and every 
parent. . . Far-reaching educational value. . . One of the most wholesome 
developments in the history of recordings.”"^® 

This 'Week Magazine states “Young People’s Records do an inspired job. 
Recommended are all their releases.”'^® 

Good Housekeeping, and Farents Magazine have also guaranteed and en- 
dorsed both Young People’s Records and Children’s Record Guild records. 
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Both endorsements are carried on the jackets of the records for all to see. 
As Dr. "William J. Bryan, Jr., remarked; “And here it is, recommended by 
Parents Magazine and guaranteed by Good Ho 2 isekeepmg, how in the devil 
can they do this?*’ Dr. Bryan concludes with **Parents Magazine, boy, they 
certainly are all duped, aren’t they?”’^^ 

Harriet Johnson’s Bank Street Schools'^® play these records to their chil- 
dren. Commenting on the effects of this music on these children,"^® one 
publication stated; “These children are reacting to a train song. A look at 
their faces shows that they are not pretending to be trains — they are trains! 
The right kind of musical material — in this case a train song with strong 
rhythmic accent'*^'^ and simple, image-provoking words'^® — conuntmicates*^® 
itself®® right to their muscles.”®^ When one recalls that conditioning affects 
three areas of the human body — muscles, glands and skin area — the con- 
clusions to be drawn from this admission are rather evident.®® 

Grade 'Teacher, a magazine for grade school teachers, has recommended 
these communist recordings put out tuider the Yoimg People’s Records 
label.®® 

, A catalog for teachers entitled “Phonograpb Records and Filmstrips for 
Classroom and Library” carries the listings for these communist records. 
The teacher, however, could be easily deceived right from the start. In the 
foreword of this catalog one is told; “Most of the listings are the products 
of RCA Victor, Columbia, Encyclopedia Britannica Films and other lead- 
ing companies.”®^ Some of the records included in the word “most” are 
Yoxmg People’s Records and Children’s Record Guild records. These com- 
munist recordings are not marked in the catalog, but easily identified. RCA 
Victor and Columbia records sell for $7.50; $5.95 and $4.98. The com- 
munist records, subsidized by Moscow, sell for $1.24. Under one label we 
are even told that “Pete Seeger sings sixteen songs for singing and rhythmic 
participation,”®® and since the price for this record is listed at $5.95 it 
wouldn’t surprise us to find this record under the RCA Victor or Columbia 
label. 

An elementary school catalog published by Lyons, **the name that merits 
your confidence,” openly endorses both Children’s Record Guild records 
and Young People’s Records.®® Under the caption. Children’s Record Guild, 
the catalog states: “This listing has been carefully prepared to be used as a 
tool by the teacher, supervisor or librarian who is looking for the finest on 
Records as Educational aids.”®"^ One of the records recommended is entitled 
“Little Puppet.” Concerning this record, the catalog states, “Child imagines 
he’s a puppet, imitates puppet gestures to rhythmic music of the French 
folk song *La Petite Marionette.’ Delightful lyrics suggest what he’s to 
<lo.”®® Since these communist records were designed to -nerve-jam children, 
create frustration and induce hypnotism leading to mental sickness and even 
physical illness, it seems a bit strange to have elementary school catalogs 
endorsing such records. And, since these communist record companies have 
been declared subversive in at least nine different investigations by the Unit- 
ed States government and State committees on Un-American activities, there 
seems little excuse for these catalog companies "to be ignorant' of the facts.' 
Whatever the excuse, the time to clean out these destructive little disks of 
mental -illness js NOW! . Our children are our sacred trust. Our Lord .Jesus 
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Christ said, *‘But "whoso, shall offend one of these little ones which believe in 
me, it were better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, ^ 

and that he were drowned in the depth of the sea.’*®® The minds of our 
little ones are being tampered with by the most cunning, diabolical con- 
spiracy in the annals of human history.®® Our immediate action, tempered j 

with knowledge, wisdom and love, is of the utmost necessity. 

But our younger children are not the only ones being tampered with by 
the communists. Our teenager®^ is also being exploited. Exploited for at 
least three reasons: (a) his own demoralization j®^ (b) to create in him 
mental illness through artificial neurosis and (c) to prepare him for riot®® 
and ultimately revolution in order to destroy our American form of govern- 
ment and the basic Christian principles governing our way of life. ’ 

Four young men, noted for their tonsils and tonsure, are helping to bring 
about the above. When the Beatles conducted their '^concert” in Vancouver, -j 

British Columbia, 100 persons were stomped, gouged, elbowed and other- 
wise assaulted during a 29-minute performance. 

Nearly 1,000 were injured in Melbourne, Australia; in Beirut, Lebanon, 
fire hoses were needed to disperse hysterical fans.®^ In the grip of Beatle 
fever, we' are told the teenagers weep, wail and experience ecstasy-ridden 
hysteria that has to be seen to be believed.®® Also, we are told teenagers 
“bite their lips imtil they bleed and they even get over-excited and take off 
their clothes.”®® To understand what rock and roll®’^ in general and the 
Beatles in particular are doing to our teenagers, it is necessary to return to 
Pavlov’s laboratory. The Beatles* ability to make teenagers take off their 
clothes and riot is laboratory tested and approved.®® It is scientifically 
labeled mass hypnosis®® and artificial neurosis.^®® 

Ivan P. Pavlov, the eminent Russian physiologist, was invited to Moscow 1 

as^ the personal house guest of Nikolai Lenin, the father of the Bolshevik 
revolution. Pavlov expressed confidence that his findings on conditioned 
reflexes and inhibitions would be a blessing to mankind someday in its 
struggle, against human ailments.. Lenin had other plans. Remaining in 
Lenin’s home for three months, Pavlov penned a 400-page manuscript for 
the communist dictator regarding his findings. Upon reading the manu- 
script, Lenin exclaimed to Pavlov, you have **saved the Revolution. ”^®^ 

**What Lenin,” commented Edward Hunter, **did not tell Pavlov was ^ 

that he had come to realize how impossible it was that he would ever obtain 
the people’s willing co-operation in changing human nature and creating 
the *new Soviet man.’ He saw in Pavlov’s discoveries a technique that could v 

force it upon- them.”^®® 

Mr. Hunter observes the important fact that “Pavlov’s manuscript, which 
became the working basis for the whole communist expansion-control sys- 
tem, has never left the Kremlin.”^®® 

Pavlov, in his experiments on dogs, developed a variety of ways of creat- 
ing neurotip animals.^®^ By, taking otherwise. healthy animals, within. a short 
period of time , ^d with two conditioned reflexes, Pavlov was able to pror-. 
duce an artificially neurotic animal.^®® ^®® 

The experiment, although simple to relate, involves unlimited possibili- 
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ties. It contains, in fact, a scheme potent enough to destroy a generation of 
American youth through the use of certain kinds of destructive music,, 
mixed with mass hypnosis.^®'^ 

Pavlov conditioned his dog to secrete saliva while a metronome heat 60 
beai^ per minute. To accomplish this, the scientists did much -the same 
things they did with our earlier reference to the flashing light. Each day 
while placing food before the animal, they beat the metronome at 60 beats, 
per minute. One day they merely soimded the metronome and upon hearing 
the 60 beats per minute the dog began to secrete saliva. The beat of the 
metronome had taken the place of the food in the mind of the dog. This 
conditioned reflex implanted in the animal was termed the excitatory xe- 
flex.'^°® 

Taking the same animal; Pavlov then implanted in the canine another 
reflex labeled the inhibitory reflex.^®® Here he conditioned the animal to 
never secrete saliva when the metronome tolled 120 beats per minute. This 
inhibitory reflex became so powerfuP^® in the animal that, should the 
metronome continue to beat at 120 per minute, the dog would actually 
starve to death while wallowing in food. 

"With his a nim al conditioned with an excitatory reflex and an inhibitory' 
reflex, Pavlov placed both metronomes before the animal and beatithem at 
the same time — one beating 60 beats per minute compelling the dog to 
secrete saliva; the other beating 120 per minute prohibiting the dog from 
secreting saHva.'The nervous system of the animal, visibly shaken, weakens; 
but to complete the job, the two metronomes are switched — the one beating 
60 beats per minute begins to beat 120 and the one beating 120 begins to 
beat 60. The animal at this point breaks down completely with a case of 
artifl.cial neurosis.^^^ . ' . • ' . 

.'•'This' experiment is the archetype of our young teenagers who are being 
induced into artificial neurosis.^^® Attending a Beatle “concert,** these young' 
people already possess a built-in inhibitory reflex.^^® This has been placed 
within them by their parents and society. This reflex includes such things 
as decent behavior; prohibiting the coed from taking off her dress in public; 
tearing up the auditorium and wreaking destruction..^^^ . . 

'However, within 29 minutes the Beatles have these young people doing 
these very things. The destructive music of the Beatles^^® merely reinforces' 
the- excitatory reflex of the youth to the point where it crosses 'the built-in' 
inhibitory reflex.^^® This in turn weakens the nervous system to a state 
where the youth actually suffers a case of artificial neurosis.^^*^ And the" 
frightening, even fatal, aspect of this mental breakdown process is the .fact . 
that these teenagers, in this excitatory, hypnotic state,^^® can be told to do - 
anything^^® — and they will.^®® * . j 

Dr. 'William Sargant^®^ states: "Once a state of hysteria has been induced 
in men or dogs by moimting stresses^®^ which the brain can no longer* 
tolerate, protective inhibition is likely to supervene. This will disturb. 'the\ 
individual’s ordinary^ conditioned behavior patterns.”}^^ ... 

- Sargant further states: "Normally, it sefems, the human nervous system,- 
like the dog*s, is in a state., of dynamic, equilibrium -between excitation and'^ 
inhibition.^ But if subjected to, excessive stimulation, it can* pass. into* 'the- 
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same state of excessive excitation or excessive inhibition which Pavlov de- 
scribed in dogs. The brain then becomes incapable^ for the time being, of its 
usual intelligent functioning*^^^^ 

Leonard Gihnan^^® likewise mentions that Schonaur **makes clear that an 
increasing volume of sound in modern life — ^without adequate control of 
its character — ^is one of the causes of growing emotional instability in con- 
temporary society. Taken from their own book, the Beatles clearly state 
that they understand their kind of music^^® — a music capable of causing 
emotional instability, disorganized behavior, riot and, eventually, revolution. 

And, since our teenagers under Beatlemania will actually riot, it is im- 
perative to understand the basic underlying philosophy of the Beatles. Are 
they susceptible to the enemies of our Republic? Are they religiously capable 
of wreaking havoc^^® for ‘‘social” reasons? 

The Saturday Tvening Tosi^^^ furnishes some of the answers to these 
questions. “To British intellectuals the Beatles are carrying the banner of 
the British beat generation, and their success represents a breakthrough for 
the social rebellion the Beatles represent. Continuing, the Tost writer 
states: “ ‘It*s incredible, absolutely incredible,* says Derek Taylor, the 
Beatles* press pf&cer. ‘Here are these four boys from Liverpool. They*re 
rude, they’re profane, they*re vulgar, and they’ve taken over the world. 
It’s as if they’d founded a new religion. They’re completely anti-Christ. I 
mean, I’m anti-Christ as well, but they’re so anti-Christ they shock me, 
which isn’t an easy thing.’ 

In his radio broadcast for September 25, 19^4, Dr. Billy James Hargis, 
reporting from London, England, mentioned in passing that “the beatnik' 
crowd, represented by the Beatles, is the communist crowd.” The truth of 
the matter is that many of the beatniks on our college, campuses are com- 
munists firmly entrenched in atheistic literature and moral degeneration 
working for “social revolution.” 

The Beatles were sponsored in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, by a Ivlr. Nicholas 
Topping.^®® Nick described his operations (he runs the Topping & Co. 
International House on 2nd Street) as “making life interesting.” In ad- 
dition to selling international items, he also, in his limited quarters, runs a 
travel agency, handles the paintings of artist friends and sells pacifist lit- 
erature. Nick also admits he is active in “freedom marches” in Milwaukee. 

A personal friend of this writer went to the International House, run by 
Topping, and found not only pacifist literature, but communist literature 
as well. “Polk Song” books by Peter Seeger and Paul Robeson were for 
sale. Mr. Seeger was involved in the communist recording companies set up 
in this country in 1946. 

In 1960, Nick and his friend Prof. Sidney Peck assisted M. Michael Essin 
with his April 1960 elections. Essin was a candidate for the office of City 
Attorney. 

M. Michael Essin, according to the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities report of March 28, 29, 1955, lives at 623 North Secoiid'Street 
in Milwaukee. He. was . counsel for the communists who acppeared before 
the Committee.^®^ 
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Nicholas Topping, in his attempt to make life interesting, also partici- 
pated in an organization set up to defend ‘‘agrarian reformer’* Castro.^®® 

The Beatles were in Seattle, "Washington, for a “concert” in August 1964. 
“At 8:07 o’clock the show began. First came the Bill Black Combo, then the 
Exciters, and after them the Righteous Brothers. Next on the program was 
Jackie de Shannon, who sang ‘Needles and Pins’ and several other songs, as 
well as having the audience sing ‘Happy Birthday’ to her.”^®® 

Burt McMurtrie, a radio personality in the Northwest and a pro-Beatle 
fan, had the following to say about the above “entertainers:” “Witness the 
utter trash of the program the promoters had the nerve to put on the bill 
with the Beatles. It was not only trash, it was lewd, disgusting, revolting 
and an insult to the money charged. A trio of colored women with a male 
companion indulged in such twisting and orgiastic jerks as to put an old 
time carnival belly dancer to shame. 

“Two groups of male makeup were little better. I would term them the 
cheapest imitation of what the Beatles have set forth, and a disgrace in the 
copying. 

“That entire evening seemed designed to arouse every animal and sex 
instinct in the audience up to uncontrollable pitch and just such did it ac- 
complish. 

“It was the old, down-by-the-river religious pitch a thousand times 
magnified. The sort of emotional lack of control, out-of-control found in a 
savage jungle. And it is not healthy. 

Dr. Bernard Saibel, child guidance expert for the Washington State di- 
vision of community services, attended the Seattle performance of Eng- 
land’s Beatles at the request of the Seattle Times. The following is Dr. 
Bernard Saibel’s report. 

“The experience of being with 14,000 teenagers to see the Beatles is un- 
believable and frightening. 

“And believe me, it is not at all funny, as I first thought when I accepted 
this assignment. 

“The hysteria and loss of control go far beyond the impact of the music. 
Many of those present became frantic, hostile, uncontrolled, screaming, un- 
recognizable beings. 

“If this is possible — and it is — ^parents and adults have a lot to account 
for to allow this to go on. 

**This is not simply a release, as I at first thought it would be, b 7 it a very 
destmctive process^^^ in which adults allow the children to be involved — 
allowing the children a mad, erotic world of their own without the reassur- 
ing safeguards of protection from themselves. 

“The externals are terrifying. Normally recognizable girls behaved as if 
possessed by some demonic urge, defying in emotional ecstasy the restraints 
which authorities try to place on them. 

“The hysteria is from the girls and when you ask them what it is all 
aboutj all they can say' is, *I love them.’ 
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**There are a lot of things you can say about why the Beatles attract the 
teenage crowd. 

"The music is loud, primitive,^®® insistent, strongly rhythmic,^^® and re- 
leases in a disguised way (can it be called sublimation?) the all too tenuously 
controlled, newly acquired physical impulses of the teenager. 

"Mix this up with the phenomena of mass hypnosis^^^ contagious hys- 
teria,^^2 and the blissful feeling of being mixed up in an all-embracing, 
‘orgiastic experience, and every kid can become Tord of the Flies’ or the 
Beatles. 


, **'V7hy do the kids scream, faint, gyrate and in general look like a pri- 
meval, protoplasmic upheaval and go into ecstatic convulsions when certain 
identifiable and expected trade-marks come forth, such as *0 yeah!* a twist' 
of the" hips or the thrusting out of an electric guitar 

‘‘Regardless of the causes or reasons for the behavior of these youngsters, 
it had the impact of an unholy bedlam, the like of which I have never seen. 
It caused me to feel that such should not be allowed again,^^^ if only for 
the good of the youngsters. 

“It was an orgy for teenagers.’*^^® 

As one writer put it: "This type of music, it appears, is just as dangerous 
and perhaps more insidious a weapon in the battle between Light and Dark- 
ness for the minds, bodies and souls of our young people, as are the salacious 
movies and pornographic literature on which the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions, the clergy and other groups are waging an all-out attack. **^^® 

OflFhand'it would look as if Teen Magazine agrees, for it states "... de- 
spite what your parents and music teachers may say, rock and roll is a 
musical artform — ^and the Beatles are better at it than anybody in the busi- 

ness.”^47 

The evidence, however, points in another direction. The music isn’t "art- 
form” at all, but a very destructive process. Teenage mental breakdown^'^® 
is at an all time high^^® and juvenile delinquency is nearly destroying our 
society.^®® Both are caused in part by emotional instability which in turn 
is caused in part by destructive music such as rock and roll and certain 
kinds of jazz.^®^ But no matter what one might think about the Beatles or 
the Animals or the Mindbenders, the results are the same — a generation of 
yovmg people with sick minds,^®^ loose morals and little desire or ability to 
defend themselves from those who would bury them.^®® 

In conclusion, it seems rather evident to this writer that the commimists 
have a master music plan for all age brackets of American youth. W^e know 
from documented proof that such is the case for babies, one and two year 
olds with their rhythmic music we know such is the case for school" 
children with their rhythmic music^®® and for university students with 
their folk music.^®® "What but rock and roll fits the teenager? This isn’t 
saying that the commimists have invented rock and roll or any other type 
of music, but they do in fact know how to use each type- for their own 
purpose. 

W^e are in the fight of our lives and the lives of our children. Action taken 
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now by concerned Christians and patriotic Americans is of the utmost 
importance. 

Make sure your homes, churches, record shops and television stations^®"^ '• 
are not playing or selling Young People’s Records or Children’s Record 
Guild records. Make sure your schools are not using these communist 
records. Cybernetic warfare is the ultimate weapon and we can’t afford one 
nerve- jammed child! 

Throw your Beatle and rock and roll records in the city dvunp. "We- have 
been unashamed of being labeled a Christian nation;^®® let’s make sure four 
mop-headed anti-Christ beatniks don’t destroy our children’s emotional and 
mental stability and ultimately destroy our nation as Plato warned in his Re- 
public.^®® 

It is also inexplicably important that you inform your friends, neighbors, 
preachers, educators — ^in short — the whole nation. Circulate copies of this 
report! 

And, what better way to reach the "uninformed” who listen to this 
“beat” music than by the very means they use to spread it — the radio! 
Support your Christian Crusade Network with your prayers, your encour- 
agement, your work and your gifts. *'Magna est vcritas et praevalebit.”

"In older children this constituted the whole procedure; but in the very young 
ones (those too small to attend school), we reinforced the method by certain 
measures to ensure their observance of the instructions and their participation in 
the experiment.

after this the younger one began to imitate him. This method gave excellent re- 
sults. In certain cases we introduced the element of play, being careful, however, 
that this did not disturb the basic fundamental setting of the experiment itself, 
"The instructions to make rhythmical movements, generally following one 
another rather rapidly, presupposes a fairly high development of the cortical 
processes; only with a fairly well-organized action of the motor cortex, with 
development of the higher cortical automatisms, could we reckon on obtaining 
an accurate picture of similar rhythmical pressures. 

"... the first thing that strikes us in this material Is that each beginning 
cortical process readily passes over in the young child to the subcortical mech- 
anisms, rapidly depriving this process of its pure cortical character and Involving 
intricate diffused processes. To trace these was not very difficult. The younger 
the child, the more clearly do we observe these processes.” 

p. 344. "In a number of experiments we have seen beyond doubt that the

The ABC-TV Hootenanny Song Book admits on page 6 that "It (folk songs 
revival) was a movement which grew slowly during the war years and in the 
post-war age gained momentum with the formation of a group known as People's 
Songs, Inc,, an organization of folk song singers. It was imder the auspices of 
People's Songs that the first ‘Hootenannies' were presented on a large scale."

On page 65 the following fear verse is given to a popular folk song: “The atom 
bomb fell just the other day. The H bomb fell in the very same way, Russia 
went — ^England went — and then the USA. The human race was finished without 
a chance to pray.” 

Peter Seeger and Woody Guthrie and Sing Out are found throughout the book. 
But, of course, the bait is swallowed if the book does nothing more than persuade 
its readers to write Sing Out* 

It seems rather evident to this writer that the communists have a master music 
plan for all age brackets of American youth. We know from documented proof 
that such is the case for little children with their rhythmic music (Young People's 
Records and Children's Record Guild records) and for university students with 
their folk music (People's Songs, Inc., or People's Artists, Inc.). What but rock 
and roll fits the teenager? This isn't saying that the communists have invented 
rock and roll or any other types of music, but they do in fact know how to use 
each type for their own purposes.

We may further oppose 
me activity produced in the hypnotic state by the subsequent instructions given in 
the wakmg state, excluding the free manifestation of the former activity; then we 
have a collision of activities characterised by compulsion or tension with a sub- 
conscious motive. Finally, we can introduce into the psyche of the subject the 
entire conflicting process by suggestion during hypnosis two equally obligatory 
and opposed tendencies: for example, having made the subject incapable of ex- 
pressing something imperative for him. 

"In all cases we are able artificially to produce a model of compulsion and 

to oppose it by some physiological measure, beginning with a natural reaction of 

motor delay called out In a state of hypnosis. 
It is obvious that for the artificial creation of acute processes of disorganized 
human belmvlor, and for a study of its laws, the situation of the hypnotic ex- 
periment offers many favourable opportimities.”

Requesting copies of the contract, 
they were freely distributed. One of the employees, an electronics research spe- 
cialist, was so alarmed and incensed that he took the contract to his pastor. He 
attempted to publicize its contents, but found a wall of silence from the press. 
Copies were sent to several United States Senators and Congressmen. Still no re- 
percussions. • ■ 

Then he brought it, personally, to Dr. Billy James Hargis, founder and director of 
Christian Crusade, the nationally-known anti-communist organization, who immediately 
broadcast its inplications over a nationwide radio network, and reproduced the en- 
tire document for the education of members of his Crusade. Thus , it was brought' to 
my attention, and after reading it thoroughly, my responsibility was obvious : to 
bring it to the attention of our industry, and ask for your action. 

Read it carefully. Digest its meanings. Discuss it with your friends and asso- 
ciates. AND THEN, ACT . Don't merely write your Congressmen— DEMAND their investi- 
gation and action. You haye power and influence, as ah individual citizen and as 
a member- of a vital industry. Use that power IMMEDIATELY for the preservation of 
present and future generations of Americans . '
